England ; or by lodging aTeti.ion m the Office of ^ 
the Crotvn in that Part of the United Kingdom called reland, 
within Fourteen Days next after the fame toll have been brought 
into the laid Office.

and immediately thereupon toll transmit fuch 
(in the Method ufed in conveying Returns of Writs) to th 
Speaker bf the Houfe of Commons, to be by him laid before 
the Houfe: And, that in cafe no fuch Petition toll have been 

lodged in the faid Office, within the Time before hunted the &d 
Clerk of the Crown toll forthwith tranfmit a Certificate, in 
S: like Manner, to the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons 
figned by himfelf or his Deputy, fpecifying the Tune when fuch 
Return was made, and that no fuch Petition had been lodged m 
his Office previous to the Date of fuch Certificate. 
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
